Consuls and Consular Agents in Canada. 


Fort Erie, April 7, 1858, 
If tho United States is tired of the 
Reciprocity Treaty, then the appointment of 
such a drag on the movements of trade as 
sse consuls furnish, is well enough, low 


Sir, 


ever paltry the course. Why not put ona 
duty of one or two percentat once, thereby 
aiding the United Stutes revenue, instead of 
establishing in every inland and border 
village, some idle man to be supported by 
the industry and enterprise of Canada. 

If some evidences are wanted to prevent 
fraud, why not allow the checks to arise in 
the offices of the Collector of Customs in 
Canada, where an affidavit could be made 
at to a Custom-houso. broker of 
twenty-five cents, and sworn to before the 
collector, instead of compelling exporters to 
pay to a horde of unnecessary officials, a 
tee of two dollars on every shipment of a 
single hundred dollars or upwards. ‘This 
new fee will be equal to one per cent, on 
the millions now exported to the United 
States, 

On the immediate frontier, near such a 
market as Buffido, for instance, the consul 
arrangement is perfectly destructive ; but 
in the interior it will only induce the flow 
of commerce towards Montreal, and the 
Montreal merchants and shippers, with the 
vast wealth which their city possess, will not 
be slow to avail themselves of this apparent- 
tly stupid step. 

Take my own case; the miller who has 
any mills at this place for the present season, 

that his shipments will or would be 

y barrels per day during two hundred 
and fifty days of this year, ov which the 
consul agent at Buffalo would be entitled to 
receive two dollars per shipment per day, 
whith would amount to five hundred do!- 
lars per annum ona small mill engaged in 
making extra family flour and shipping 
daily. To avoid this tax he will have to 
ship three times per day in lots under one 
handred dollars worth, requiring then three 
entries in Buffalo, amounting to ninety cents, 
while under the previous rule he. by ship 
ping his fifty barrels at once, would only 
haye to pay your custom house thirty cents. 

Again, supposing a farmer has upwards 
of one hundred dollars’ worth of potatoes, 
or barley, gr any other farm product, will 
he come to the frontier and pay in Canada 
a tax of two dollars to carry the same into 
Buffalo, if he can possibly find a vent for 
his property elsawhere ? 

‘Yo return to my own case: I can send 
by rail to the Welland canal and put on 
board a propeller for Montreal, even from

Clerks of municipali- 
ties are to send to the Registrar of the Coun- 
ty the names of qualified voters, Mumici- 
palitities neglecting to do so, to be disfran- 
chised! Treating at elections forbidden 
under a penalty of $100, and all taverns to 
be strictly closed during the two days of 
the election, under a similur penalty, 
sons found drunk may be very summarily 
punished jby fine or imprisonment.

Il seoms{o oe eVen now that no reduction 
could be made in these several items without 
impairing the efficiency of tho troops, and some 
doubts I had on the aubjest of dooly, or Jitter 
curriage have been dissipated by sonversation 
with officers of experience. To each company 
of a regiment there are ten doolies attached, and 
to each dooly are attached six coolios, or porters, 
ight rupees a month each br their 
rervices, You will thus have for cach regiment 
on an Average 80 doolies and 480 coolice, and 
you only provide for the carriage of 80

Probably | 
nineteen of every twenty matrimonial ad- | 
vertisements are decoys, put forth by liber- | 
tines or “hags” to Tire Victims into their 

toils; and those who respond to thetn are 
usually quite as bad as their authors, Some- 
times they originate in a ypirit of mischief 


fee at low rates on eight months credit, 
but they must send him $15 or $20 for a 
sample package, to be immediately forwar- 
ded, to cover the expenses of advertising, 
&c. The swindler probably never ventured 
to advertiso except in his lying circular, 
never owned a bag of coffee in his life, and 
did not even pretend to refer to any house 
of known responsibility as guaranteeing his 
solvency. Who could imagine that so} 
transparent a fratd as this would dupe any 
one who could possibly obtain credit for 
the rent of the shabbiest country store, or 
work himself into any better business than 
tho peddling ont of a keg of strychnine 
whiskey in quarts and pints to the topers 
of his neighborhood? And yet hundreds if 
not thousands of men who are called mer- 
chants greedily bit at this naked homie end 
ing in their money and ordexs} and though 
never a pound of coffee was ever dispatched 
to one of these credulous customers, the 
knave was raking down $1,000 to $2,000 
per day, when the Mayor stepped in and 
rudely arrested his care We presume 
cash and orders for coflee from remote 
points have not yet done pouring in! 

‘Take a more recent case, 

It seems that certain swindlers, located 
mainly in Connecticut, have been selling 
lottery tickets and taking in cash for them 
for several years past, never drawing a 
scheme, and of course haying no prizes to 
pay. If they issued any pretended drawn 
numbers, they were very sure they were 
such as did not appear on the faces of the 
tickets they had sold for that lottery, Yet 
they went swimmingly on, taking in green 
horns and cash at a jolly rate, until they 
had stolen several hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, and made several independent 
fortunes, at the cost of any numbcr of silly 
gamblers all over the land, who persisted 
in fighting a very savage tiger, though he 
drew blood every spring, and they never 
had even a cliance for a lick at him. We 
presume they would haye gone on buying 
tickets and paying money to theso confed- 
erated swindlers for a lifetime, had not May- 
or Tiemann smoked out their game, and, 
thinking it entirely too steep, put a stop to 
it. But others will doubtless take it up, or 
come of these rascals will choose some new 
location, or new dodge, and start on a fresh 
career of successful experiment on public 
gullibility. 

As to the Gift swindlers, it doos no good 
to expose them; but we will say, though 
for tho hundredth tinve, that he who buys 
a book, or subscribes to a periodi or does 
anything of the sort, in the expectation and 
for the sake of obtaini gold watch, or 
passage ticket for 1, or house and 
lot, or farm, a8 a prize in some lottery con- 
nected therewith, deserves to be cheated, 
To be sure, he is probably a simpleton; but 
why should not the fool and his money be 
parted in some more plausible and less ri- 
dieulous way? Why should fool No. 1,- 
000,000 consent to be cheated precisely as 
999,999 other fools have just been 

Understand, that there is nothing dis- 
honest nor discreditable in offering a speci- 
Jic gift as an inducement to customers or 
patrons. If a publisher or merchant shall 
seo fit to offer a package of seeds, a beof- 

co, fan, or pennywhistle, 
y ow who buys of him to the value 
ofa dellars with larger rewards for ampler 
custom—-he dogs not thereby leave the do- 
main of Trade for that of Gambling. We 
may consider his offer in bad taste, or as 
disparaging to his own proper wares, or 
condemned by the canons of legitimate 
trado—that is all. But whenever one ad- 
vertises that ho will give something of un- 
certain valuu —whic y be worth $500, 
and may not be worth a cent—to each cus 
tomer or subscriber, then bo sure that, al- 
though he proposes gambling, ho really 
meditates fraud. Lis proffers are delusi 
his gifts are not worth half what ho pro- 
tonds they are worth; and those of rat va 
luo ure very raroly doled out. Is not all 
this plain to mon of sensu? Why should 
we bo asked to writo lutters to A, B and 0, 
saying that this or that Gift entorpriso is or

Sexcutatons in Crown Lands, who have 
for a long time been on the tenterhooks of | 
suspense, will feel the sort of relief which is | 
obtainhble from knowing the worst, when!

recently passed to direct the Crown Lands 
Agents to adjudicate dion hil {lind ‘claims, 
in accordance with the original terins on 
which the stles Were made. Thus, where 
‘Actual and continuous settlement was itn- 
posed kb one of the conditions 6f bale, pur- 
chasers, before they ‘cht ‘Obtain their deeds 
must be enabled to show that the settlement 
duties have been performed. To actual and 
continous settlement, were added the ne- 
deesity ‘of Bhilding & hodse of certain di- 
mensions and clearing a certain amount 
every year—five acres—for ten years. At 
this rate, fifty acres, or one fourth of the 
lot, would be cleared by the time the credit 
given to the settler Would expire. The 
whole amount of purchase money might be 
paid by the purchaser, at the time, before 
the expiration of the period for which lie 
had obtained credit: but that would not, 
according to the strict interpretation of the 
conditions of sale, entitle him to his deed,

THE PERILS OF THE BORDER. 


Whilo reading recently an account of the 
frightful mosanore of sevoral white families by 
the Black-foot Indians, we wore reminded of a 
thrilling event which occurred in the “ Wild 
West,” a short timo subsequent to tho Royolu- 
tion, in which a highly accomplished young la- 
dy, the daughter of a distinguished officer. of 
the American Army, played an important part. 
The story being of the most thrilling nature, 
and oxhibiting in a striking manner the “ Perils 
of the Border,” we havo concluded to give an 
extract from it, ns originally published, as fol” 
lows:— 

Tho anglo on the right bank of the Great 
Kanawha, formed by its junction with the 
Ohio, is called Point Pleasant, and is a 
place of historical note, Here, on the 10th 
of October, 1774, during what is known as 
Lord Dunmore’s War, was fought one of 
the fiercest and most desperate battles that 
ever took place between the Virginians and 
their forest foes. 

After the battle in question, in which 
the Indians were defeated with frreat loss, 
a fort was here erected by the victors, which 
became a post of great importance through- 
out the sanguinary scenes of strife which 
almost immediately followed, and which ip 
this section of the country were continued 
for many years after that establishment of

IMPORTANT FROM INDIA. 


Capture of Jhansi and Kotah—Slaughter 
of 8,000 Sepoys. 

Tolegraphic advices had been received in 
| Bogland from Bombay to the @th of April. 

Sir Hugh Roso laid siege to Jhansi on 
the 27th of March. On tho Ist of April 
25,000 rebels, with 18 guns, ealled the Ar 
my of VPoshawa, endeavored to raise the 
oge, but wore defeated with the slaughter 
of 1,500 men. On the 2nd of April the 
town fortifications wera captured. On the 
| 6th tho garrison escaped in the night, wer 
| pursued and, 8,000 out up. Six British of- 
ficers were killed, 

Another account says: “On the 4th of 
April, after a severe struggle in which the 
| British loss was heavy, the town was storm 
ed and taken, and on the 6th the fort was 
oceupied.” 

At Rajpoota had

Terrible Railroad Disaster. 


BREAKING OF A BRIDGE ON THE NEW 
CENTRAL RAILROAD, 


Utica, Tuesday, May 11. 
A frightful avcident occurred this morning, 
at 64 o’clock, on the Central Railroad, by the 
crushing of a bridge oyer the Sauquoit Creek, 
some three and a half miles west of this cit € 
near Whitesboro’, Seven or eight persons 
arealrendy dead, and five or othere are 
barely alive. ‘The injured number fifty-five. 
The accident occurred to the Cincinnati Bx- 
press train, due here at 20 minutes past 6, It 
was soinewhat behind time at Whitesboro’, 
and was coming up ata high rate of Sp ed, 
when it met on the bridge over the Sauquoit 
Creek, the Utica Accommodation train for the 
West, each on its own track, 
The engines crogsed the bridge, but as the 
passenger cars of the express and the freight 
cars of the accommodation came upon it, the 
north side gaye way, Pace eltad the freight 
cars into the er piling the passenger cars 
one above the other, and splintering the plat- 
fornis and seats to: atoms Is the carw struck 
the abutments, ‘The« passenger car on. the 
accommodation did not roach the bridge. 
Different stories are told as to the cause of 
the accident. One is, that the axle of the ex- 
press baggage car broke as it reached the 
bridge, and thus threw the trains together.— 
‘The other attributes the casualty to the rot- 
tenness of the timbers of the bridge. 
Major Priest, the local Superintendent of 
the road, happened to be on the Accommoda- 
tion train, He at once dispatched a sufficient 
number of men to the relief of tho sufferers, 
and a large number of the wounded were 
brought to this city and taken to Baggs’ Ho- 
tel, the McGregor House, the Northern Hotel 
and the Railrond House. Others were cared 
for at Whitesboro’, Physicians were summon- 
ed, and everything was done that could be to 
relieve their sufferings. 
The bridge at which the accident occurred 
was entirely rotten, several of the main beams 
on which the track was laid being found de- 
cayed all the way through. There is now no 
doubt but that the accident occurred through 
the voluntary breaking of these timbers by the 
weight of the two locomotives passing over 
the bridge at the same time. he greater 
portion of the heart of the wood is fike 60 
much punk, and the wonder is that the bridge 
has stood so long. 
‘The smash is a most terrible ono, and the 
ruins conyey a vivid impression of the horrors 
of the disaster, Between the stone abutments 
of the bridge is a space of 32 feet; the ordi- 
nary length of a car is feet, and the depth 
to the bottom of the river is 9 fect. Three 
entire cars lay leagthways, crushed up like a 
telescope, between the abutments of the bridge, 
thus occupying a space of but little more than 
the length of one car, ‘The first and second 
cars cannot be distinguished one from the oth- 
The third car itirely demolished, ex- 
copt about one third of the rear, On the sides 
of the cars and on the timbers of the bridge 
are frightful stains of human blood. 

George Baylis, Justice of the Pence of 
Whicestowny deposed that two weeks since ly 
passed over the bridge and was struck by the 
rottenness of the wood, Many of the beams 
were of bastard elm, apparently unfit to bear 
their own weight.

COMEERCIAL REVIEW. 


Y 2 Montreal, May 11, 1858, 
There is a good deal of trouble just now about 
the'standard of Flour. Great complaints were 
made through the winter from Liverpool, Que- 
bee, the Lower ports, and other quarters, 1- 
gainst the Montreal brand, inasmuch as Flour 
with a mixture of twice ground middlings, was 
allowed to pass as No, 1. This, we have long 
since said, was unjust to the country millers, 
whose machinery does not usually allow them 
to grind thus, and was also unjust to purchas- 
ers who contract to receiye, and must take the 
Flour, if branded, whatever its quality. The 
Board of Trade and Inspector were at great 
pains this spring to agree upon a standard 
which is really higher than last year, though 
not higher, We believe, than the Iaw contem- 
plates and requires, and conseqently a good 
deal of the Flour intended for No. 1, inspects 
No. 2, and Flour for the higher grades falls 
shortin like manner. ‘This will make purchas- 


ing and shipping by those who are not judges 
much more safo. i 

All kinds of coarse grain are much’ higher 
in proportion than Wheat in the British mar 
ket as well as on this side of the Atlantic,— 
This shows that the former high price of 
Wheat attracted undue attention on the part 
of farmers to that crop, and hence the oyer- 
stock. ‘The finer kinds of Wheat and Flour, 
if sound, are however not oyer abundant. 

The falling off in receipts at the Custom 
House is so serious this spring, as to be alarm- 
ing to the province; and the samo extraordi- 
nary falling off is remarked in New York.— 
Imported goods must soon, we should think, 
become scarce on this continent,

and her performances under steam during 
the passage to this port, were all that any 
one could desire or her admtrers possibly 
hope for. She was tried under canvas 
alone, under a press of sail, as well as under 
light and easy sail, then under steam only, 
aud again with both canvas and steam 
united, in fact under all circumstances; and 
her performances were truly wonderful. A 
better sea boat nover floated. Her speed 
is recorded as high as 17 knots, generally 
15, probably more might have been made 
but that our coal was wretchedly bad— 
Besides which, as we approached the land, 
prudence and caution were observed—wo 
also waited for a pilot some time, and when 
he did come on board time seemed ‘of no 
particular consequence, for we delayed en- 
tering port until things were put in ship- 
shape order—for it might be anticipated 
the gaze and stare of the populace would 
be great. It was indeedas expected, Tho 
shore and surrounding hills were lined with 
spectators to witness her entering port.— 
It was « beautiful day and asplendid sight. 
No sooner had we come to anchor than we 
were surrounded by boats, while the various 
officials, including parties connected with 
the Telegraph Company, visited us with 
their congratulations. All wished her to 
proceed up to the dock-yard, yet want of 
sufficient water and the necessity of landing 
our powder and all combustible matorials, 
delayed this operation some two days.— 
When the day arrived to dock us, two stea- 
mers camo alongside, took us in tow, and 
we anchored off the entrance of the Dock- 
Yard, When the tide suited, officers and 
men belonging to the Navy-Yard came on 
board with everything necessary for dock- 
ing, and the Miagara entored the magnifi- 
cent navy andsteam Dock-Yard of Keyham, 
whereshe now lies opposite the Agamemnon, 
seventy four, which is distant about 150 
yards from us, her boom over the tanks 
whence she r 08 the cable, and where 
tho entire cable is at present stowed in four 
separate apartments. Each tank is built 
of 84 or 4 inch wood, cawked and perfect 
ly watertight. ‘The dimensions are, from 
@ rough measurement, 65 feet cach way, and 
12 or 14 feet high. 

We found the Agamemnon actively en- 
gaged taking in and coiling the cable, both 
by steam engine and manual labor—two 
wires going on board as they were hauled 
out of the tanks, The next day wo wore 
fully ready and commencéd the samo task, 
Our first tria! began by unloading a pro- 
peller, the Adonis, from London, with a 
portion of new-made cable, she having 407 
miles on board. Tho Adonis had arrived 
but a day or two before us. The labor of 
coiling into the Wiagara was a accomplish: 
ed at the rate of 30 miles per day—a por- 
tion is stored in the ward-room circle, and 
4 portion in the lowor forward hold, the 
work going on day and night without in- 
termission. ‘The ward-rooin circlohas $114 
wiles of the cablo coiled round a cone in 
the centre of the circle, the diameter of 
which is 38 fect, the cone itself being 9 
feet diameter nt bottom, by 4 feet 6 inches 
at the top, and extending to within 2 fect 
6 inches of the deck. Around the cone are 
suspended threo iron-bound bar hoops, 
about 18 inches from the cone, which are 
intended to guide and direct tho cable out 
as it passes from the ticrs Tn this (ward: 
room tier) thero aro 89 flakes laid down 
with great caro, each flake averaging 270 


turns round tho cone, and there wero om 
ployed constantly in tho circle to receive 
and coil away 40 mon,80 of whom wore of 
the crow and 10 Company's men. And as 
theso men had to bo relieved every four 
hours, # required 80 men, and sometimes 
more, detailed for the duty in that circle, 
while at the same time another gang was 
similarly employed in the lower hold, the 
forward sisting of 50 men from 
tho ship, and 10 Company's men, 

ho lower liold differs ve ry little, if any, 
from tho ward-room circle or cone, except 
n boing highor. ‘This circle was complot 
od on the 20th inst, it having 130 flake 
laid down of 3% miles to cach flake, mak 
Ing 3594 miles in that portion of the ship, 


4nd the same number of tons (for it isa 
ton to inile.) Immediately above this 
Jower forwarded cono is the orlop deck 
‘circle, in which we are now coiling, the 
span and diameter being the same as in the 
ward rooms, at tho present time we 
have coiled away 35 flakes hore, each, flake 
having 228 turns. 

The third circle is immediately over the 
orlop deck circle, with the samo dimensions 
as tho others. And tho berth deck is all 
| ready to receive its portion of cable, which 
will be some 200 miles. Directly over this 
‘circle is the upper deck circle, now being 
built. Tere 250 miles will be coiled. Its 
diameter is 27 feet six inches, Tho carpen- 

|ters and mechanics belonging to the Com- 
/pany'are busy night and day working at it. 

Thero is still another circle scribed out 
and being fitted, viz: the quanter deck cir- 
cle. It will be somewhat smaller and con- 
tain 160: miles only.. All the circles and 
cones are fitted the samo in every’ respect, 
with great precision. 

Now, in addition to all this, a massive 
structure, some 11 feet high, 20 to 25 fect 
long, and 8 feet broad, (these dimensions 
ave estimated,) is being built on shore along- 
side the ship, ‘This monstrous frame is to 
be placed on the quarter deck, and is in- 
tended to sustain some machinery. Besides 
all this, and independent of what the circles 
will contain, which in the aggregate will be 
some 1,000 miles of cable, we shall have a 
large portion of the old cable lost Jast year 
and now recovered, on the forecastle deck. 
It is to be put on board solely for experi: 
mental purposes, previous to our final de- 
parture. 

Those who never witnessed the operation 
of receiving cable on board, can form hut a 
faint idea of the task, I myself hayé watch+ 
ed and gazed'with wonder. I am surpris- 
ed at both the Iabor and cost. For oxam+ 
ple, take our ship, which has a director, one 
or two superintendents, several cable-inspec- 
tors, four or five overseers ; not Jess than six 
or eight electricians ; with carpenters, black 


smiths, cable-boilers, and 40 to 50 of the 
crew constantly to be employed, and if two 
gangs are going, of course the employment 
is doubled. 


There is, also, one of the ship’s 
stantly on hand by day and night 
f must also take placa as regu: 
larly as. the men’s do, 

Ishould also mention the blacksmiths 
that are at work day and night over the 
stern. ‘They are employed making and fit- 
ting to the ship an immense iron shield 
called a “ bird-cage.” It extends from quar- 
ter to quarter around the rudder. It is in+ 
tended as a guard or protector from the ca- 
ble fouling the rudder or propeller as it is 
paid out from the ship. It would seem; 
from the labor bestowed on this, the great 
weight of iron, (it capnot be less than two 
tons,) the numerous rivets and extraordinary 
care taken in ite manufacture throughout, 
that it is destined to stand a tremendous 
shock and last for ages, As I said, itis all 
day and all night work. ‘The sound of the 
sledge and hammer is incessant under the 
counter, It cannot but be very annoying 
to the captain and officors, who are located 
andsleep directly over this noise at all times! 
The sound is heard a long way off, ‘This 
operation is by no means completed, and if 
not more expeditiously done, will be some- 
what belated, as the ship is getting deeper. 
Finished or not finished,—cable on board 
or not,—on the 12th of May she goes out, 
and all work undone will have to be finish- 
ed outside, and at anchor in the river. You 
therefore see the reason of the present haste. 
She must leave the dock on that day on ac- 
count of Spring tides; besides’ which, it is 
expected by that timo she will be loaded 
down to 26-feet dranght of water. 

The Agamemnon has this day 1,080 miles 
of cable on board. She goes out of dovk in 
a day or two, drawing considerable less wa- 
ter than the Wiagara will. 

Although this letter is unusually long, I 
cannot close without mentioning that, when 
we have all our portion of cable on board, 
and are otherwise ready, we leave on a trial 
and experimental trip, which will Gestpy 
at least ten days.—perhaps more. All the 
science will be brought to’ bear—cable vari- 
ously tested—experiments tried, and every- 
thing that can’ bo thought of called into 
action to insuro success. But ships will 
then réturn to some port (probably Cork,) 
for a rendezvous, report, make the nocessa- 
ry alterations and act upon suggestions— 
after which, in company with such vesssols 
as aro to accompany us, we both ‘sail for a 
certain latitude and longitude, about mid- 
ocean between Troland and Newfoundland, 
there join cable, and cach mako tho best of 
her way to her destined shoro, Jt is re- 
ported positively and decisively that the 
Niagara will proceed West, Strange it is 
that many, who are most interested in the 
success of this grout undertaking, openly 
oxpress fear and doubt of tho result. In 
fuct fow have much confidonce; while, for 
myself, I have the fullest confide If it 
proves a failuro it will not bo for want of 
science, while without some practical know- 
lodge it may all prove labor in vain, Our 
ae has every respect paid her by the offi- 
cials, those in authority, and tho citizens 
genorally of this place, Our officors aro 
receiving every attention, civility and cour 
tesy from titled and private personages. 
You will see by the newspapers the hand 
some mannér in which Captain Hudson is 
everywhere treated

Autobiography of Commissioner Yeh. 


The Monelew de la Flotte pubtished the 
following report of an examination of Com- 
missioner Ych on board the Znjllerible, by 
an English officer, before the mandarin in 
question sailed from Hong Kong for Cal- 
culta, It is interesting. In answer to 
questions, the ex-V id—TI was born 
in the village of Kaoh-Thi, in the province 
of Ho-Nan, My father was a basketmaker, 
and eked out his income by trading in rice. 
We wero 14 children. At an early ago I 
Acquired a taste for reading, and Whenever 
I had avy money I expended it in the pur- 
chase of books. After a few years I was 
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considered as a man of learning among the 
boys of my age, and when the ‘inspector- 
general of public instruction who visited our 

rovince every five years, came, I asked to 
@ allowed to undergo an examination. — 
ut request was granted. I came into the 
school with an elaborate commentary on 
the TaHio, the great book of science of Con- 
fucius, and after three days’ successive ex- 
amination I was promoted a “literate” df 
the third class, and attached as tutor to-the 
college of Khai-Fang, the chief town in the 
province. ‘The mandarin governor of Ho- 
Nan’s attention was directed to me, aud he 
chose me as his secretary. Two years Jater 
he was summoned to the capitol, and he 
took mo with him, During my sojourn at 
Pekins acquired the degree of literate of the 
second of the first class. My patron died, 
but [had béen noticed by the head of the 
Nuyko, in whose hands also rested the di- 
rection of the Emperor's “ Cabinet,” and 
I attained the post of vice-president of the 
Hing Pou, or Tribunal of Punishments. 1 
won no small distinction in the discharg 
of the duties of this office, and in two miss- 
ions which Iwassubsequently entrusted with 
Thad the honour of being noticed by the 
sublime Sovereign who rules over Fin- 
ally, in 1847, I was associated with tlie 
very worthy and much-regretted Honang- 
Nyang-Toung, who’ was invested with tho 
government of Canton, The country was 
then.a prey toa terrible insurrection, which 
it was necessary to suppres. The insur- 
gents burnt towns and villages, and slaugh- 
tered the inhabitants by thousands. Tt was 
necessary to stop them. The Viceroy Sin, 
with whom we were, gave no quarter to the 
rebels, atid was thus enabled to keep the 
insurrection within due bounds, He diad 
in 1853, and I succeeded him, I followed 
his example, and the rebeliion gradually 
faye way. 

The cruelties which he practised having 
been alluded to, he said: 

Hear me. One of the rebel chiefs was 
in the habit of haying all the prisoners he 
took from us sawn between two planks, I 
informed him that I would use reprisals— 
have his put to death in the same way; 
but ho had previously bad not Jess than 
6,000 men, many of them officers, sawn be- 
tween two planks. . 

English Officer—low many prisoners 
do you think you havo executed ¢ 

Yeh—About 60,000; but the rebels have 
slaughtered more than 300,000. 

English Officer—You had many people 
put to, death who had nothing to do with 
the insurrection ? 

Yeh—Why, fancy. The Province of 
Canada is a kind of refuge for all thieves 
and murderers in the empire who escape 
from justice, I saw that crimes were fre- 
quent, and therefore ordered frequent oxe- 
cutions; but the people thus put to death 
werd always thieves or murderers, who al- 
most invariably confessed their érimes. 

English Officer—You don’t seem to have 
been popular in the city. 

Yeh—I never discovered that I was un- 
popular. I know the people feared me and 
kept quiet. “Tho public peace in tho city 
was not disturbed, trade prospered, and the 
people grew rich. Tho Foran my im- 
mortal master, to reward me, had conferred 
upon ine the title Wantzio, the highest of 
all, and had authorized mo to take the sur 
name of Mingin-Chin, . As to the reproach 
of having ayailed myself of-my position to 
acoumulate wealth, it is false. I am rich 
in dignities and titles, but poor in money, 
A great part of my income T send to iy 
friends and relatives, In tho villago whore 
I was born I had a tomplo byilt at my own 
oxponso, and have had several dwellings 
erected for poor families. My enemies sre 
chiefly in the upper classes. They wish for 
my downfall in order to tako my place.
